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‘=. THE ABORIGINES. 





A general agreement with the administrative 
acts of Governor Seymour daring the brief period 
he has held the reins of government in British 
Columbia renders it all the more painful to be 
¢ompelled to differ with His Excellency upon a4 
sobject of such vital importance as an “‘ Indian 
policy.” The history of colonization the world 
over teaches us that to deal successfully with 
the aborigines is at once the most diffiealt and 
important object of colonial legislation. “Noreed 
we travel fdr for a practical illustration of this 
point, It is stated upon authority that the |In- 
dian troubles in Oregon alone cost the Anierican 
Government, during the year 1858, the. astoand- 
ing sum of fen millions of dollars! If we were to 
take the whole Union the amount expended upon 
the Indians, in one way-and ‘another, -would be 
domething incredible. The Indian population 
of the State of California is estimated at between 
60,000 and 70,000, being about the same ag /our 
own, We find that during the years 1855-56- 
51-58 the Federal Government, through the De- 
partment of Indian Affairs, devoted the sum of 
$1,104,000 to the Indian Department of Califor- 
nia. In that State the annual salaries of Indian 
agents amount to $27,500. We have no inten- 
tion of holding up.the Indian policy of California, 
gr any other State in the Union, as a pattern for 
gar imitation, although there ‘is doubtless much 
about the American system which might be 
studied with profit by our legislators, “We mere- 
ly mention these facts in order to show ‘the im- 


' portance of the subject as viewed from a financial 


stand-point, and to prove the fact that our repub- 
lican neighbors are fully alive to'its importance, 
however much bungling, speculation aud corrup- 
tion mny be practiced iu the working out of their 
system. But suppose we look still nearer home. 
The native population of British Columbia is 
toughily estimated at 65,000 souls. It is. true. 
the magnitude of the work of governing , these 
people has not as yet been forced upon ourjatten- 


Ajon to any great extent. The reason is simple 


enough. With a whiite population of 8,000, al- 
most éntirely confined to those sections of the 
country least frequented by the native tribes, 
the latter are comparatively undistarbed in their 
native fastnesses, so that those affrays which 
usually result from a contact of the two races 
have so far been comparatively few in number 
and trivial in importance. And yet, mnotwith- 
standing all this, we have just’ enjoyed a fore- 
taste inthe massacre of a score or so of colonists 
and an expenditure of $80,000, a sam which has. 
only been sufficient to secure the scalps of five of 


" the thirty or forty insurgents. This Indian) af- 


fair, upon a small scale, will at least afford fig- 
ures by which to calculate the magnitude of | the 
work imposed apon our government of managing 
65,000 untatored savages. With the same treat- 
ment we cannot hope that our own Indians, will 
be more easily managed than those of Califotnia, 
although with an improved system more favor- 
able results may reasonably be looked for.| In 
any case the subject is one of the most cardinal 
importance and profound interest which ean’ oc- 
cupy the attention of the Colonial Government. 
It was, therefore, with feelings of keen re- 
gret, not unmingled with disappointment—for 

e had expected a different result—that we 
learned His Excellency’s decision not to introduce 
a “ Bill embodying an Indian policy” for Brit- 
ish Columbia. While making no pretensions to 
@ very cleat-comprehension of the full import of 
His Excellency’s remarks, ‘‘ The |Government 


"has its policy, always, we trust, just and firm, 


gtern or merciful, ag occasion may require,” we 
fhink we are correct in asserting that, however 
just and excellent His Excellency’s views | and 
policy may be apoh this subject he cannot lay 
¢glaim to the Divine attribute of omnipresence, 
and cannot, therefore, in his own person, admin- 
ister that policy or inculcate those views amongst 
@ population of 65,000 savages, scattered over 
#00, 000 square miles of country. For that (pur- 
se an organized system is essential. Indian 
difficulties may be attributed to two causes. 
These arise from ignorance on the part of the na- 


’ tive of the policy and intentions of the guvern- 


ment towards themselves, and the nnwarrantable 
acts of many of the whites who come in contact 
‘with them: How are either of these points to 
be met in the absence of any organized agency ?

Itis hardly to be expected that an In- 
dian, who has all his life been accustomed to re- 


dress his own grievances with tomahawk or |. 


scalping-knife, will restrain his passions and, 

cool bloud, travel many milés-to seek from a 
magistrate that legal redress of which he knows 
little or nothing, We are disposed to hold. far 
too loosely the rights and the wrongs of the ab- 
origines. The whites force their way into the 
settlements of these people, revolver and bowie- 
knifé in hand. One points the revolver at the 
heart of the savage while the other violates’ the 
person of his wife or bis daughter, before his 
very eyes. Although low and degraded these In- 
diang are not altogether devoid of those feelings’ 
which would prompt them to resent insult ard 
wrong. And in the absence of any semblance of 
law or protection from the government hovelse 
would they seek redress thao in their own natite 
mode? If we would make. them amenable to 
British law we must teach them to understand 
somewhat of its nature and demands upon them- 
selyes, Nay, we-will even go further and affirm 
that we cannot in justice make these savages 
who are in blissful(?) ignorance of onr laws 
amengble to) these laws, ubless proper meang be 


-|used to make them acquainted therewith.. The 


Apostle Paul brings out this principle very clear- 
ly... He tells us plainly that it is only the Chris- 
tian world that will be judged by the Divine!law 
contained in the Holy Scriptares|; that the hea- 
then who are ignorant of that law will not be 
judged by it, but by the law, or light of nature. 
Here, then, is the very principle we contend>for. 
Is it jast and right for us to try and executé, in 
accordance with British law, untatored savages, 
who are as ignorant of its reqairements as they 
are of all the paraphernalia of the trial? To do 
so is contrary to the spirit of all law, whether 
human or Divine. ‘We hold, therefore, that we 
are morally bound .to make the-aborigineseac- 
quainted with British law before we can possess 
the right to enforce it against them, especially 
when it conflicts with their own Jez talionis and 
preconceived notions of tight. “Wherever. ar In- 
dian is aware that it is a crime in the eye of our 
law to take the life of a fellow creature it is right 
that he should be judged by that law, .but | not 
otherwise. If our position be tenable, and) we 
apprehend it cannot be controverted, the neces- 
sity for an Indian policy is rendered snfficiel:tly 
apparent. Look at the difficulties which have 
already arisen with the Indians; Respecting the 
Bute Inlet, massacre His Excellency says :—'‘ A 
party of road makers, well provided with food but 
unarmed, lay down to sleep among a number of 
armed Indians, who were almost in a state of star- 
vation.” If an Indian agent had been opon the 
spot, and these people made aware. that fhey 
could obtain redress by applying to that agent is 
it at all within the bounds of probability that we 
should have been called upon to record the blaody 
sequel, or that the colony would have been mule- 
ted in an expenditure of $80,000 in bringing the 
perpetrators of that .massacre to punishment? 
And so with moat if not all of the affrays wliich 
have taken place. An Indian agent within reach 
and a knowledge on the part of the natives that 
redress was at hand would have prevented prab- 
ably nine-tenths of the marders and outrages 
which have been committed in the more reniote 
sections of the colony. In taking up this gub- 
ject as we have done we would desire to guard 
against the impression that His Excellency ‘the 
Governor holds the rights and interests of ‘the. 


Indians lightly. Nothing could be more unjust’ 


than to aécuse His Excellency of any such thing, 
inasmuch as he has, during the few months he 
has been amongst us, given very practical evi- 
dence to the contrary. It is the conviction that 
His Excellency’s, sentiments and intentions are 
of the highest and best character, but that he 
has arrived at an erroneous conelusion, that: in- 
daces us to handle the question in the unreserved 
manner we do.
